Mortgaged Crops 


WASHINGTON — (IP) — Commission 


merchants buying crops from farmers 
who received drouth loans were warn- 
ed Tuesday by the agriculture depart- 
ment that they are liable in the event 
the borrowers failed to repay the gov- 
ernment. 


Letters were sent to merchants in 


the drouth states listing farmers in 
their trade era who 
were granted 


loans from the $67,000,000 emergncy 
fund appoved by the last congress. 
These loans were secured by a lien 
on this year's crops. 
• 


The letters .signed by George L. 


Hoffman, director of the seed loan of- 
fice, said "since these loans are pre- 
ferred claims it is essential that the 
purchasers of such crops remit to this 
office the proceeds of sales up to the 
amount due the government." 


"A large number of the loans made 


by this office," they continued, "were 
to tenants or share croppers. In such 
cases we hold the waiver of the land- 
lord or others who may have had a 
mortgage on the crop. It is possible 
that in such cases the landlord or 
other mortgagee may offer for sale 
crops which are subject to the first 
lien of the government. Buyers arc, 
therefore, cautioned to exercise great 
care in purchasing crops and we will 
expect them to fully protect the gov- 
ernments interest and see that this 
lien is first satisfied." 


Attention was celled to the fact that 


loans are due November 30. 


It was suggested the greatest ben- 


efits could be obtaijied by marketing 
through co-opevative associations. 


Approximately $48,000,000 was loan- 


ed in the drouth slates.

Marriages Decline 8.5 % 


in 1930—Divorces

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Bureau 


of the Census announces that, accord- 
ing to the returns received, there 
were 1,128,180 marriages performed in 
the United States during the year 
1930, 
as compared with 1,232,559 in 


1929. • These figures represent a de- 
crease of 104,379 or 8.5 per cent. There 
was an increase of 4.2 per cent from 
1928 to 1929. 


During the year 1930, there were 


191,630 divorces granted in the United 
States, as compared with 201,468 in 
1929, representing a decrease of 9.838 
or 4.9 per cent. There were 4,333 mar- 
riages annulled in 1930, as compared 
with 4,408 in 1929. 


The estimated population of con- 


tinental United States on July 1, 1930, 
was 123,191,000, and on July 1, 1929, 
121,526,429. On the basis of these es- 
timates, the,number of marriages per 
1,000 of the population was 9.2 in 1930, 
as against 10.1 in 1929; and the num- 
ber of divorces per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation was 1.56 in 1930 as against 1.66 
in 1929. * 


While the net decrease in the num- 


ber of marriages performed in the 
country as a whole was.8.5 per cent, 
the relative change in the different 
states ranged from a. decrease of 28.5 
per cent in Texas to an increase of 
29.5 per cent in New Mexico. (Only 
9 states reported increases—Main 3.9 
per cent; Nebraska five-tenths of one 
per cent; Virginia 14 per cent; Ken-

Virginia adjoins North .Car- 
olina-where a law, 'effective July. 1, 
1929, applies to those under 21 years of 
age;,Kentucky's increase.is due in part 
to a change in the jaws of Tennessee, 
effective on the saine date, but ap- 
llcable to.all parties; Louisiana, Okla- 
homa and New Mexico adjoin the 
state of Texas where a law requiring 
physical examination as well, became 
effective June 13, • 1929; and Arizona 
and'Nevada, adjoin the state of Cali- 
fornia where the law became effec- 
tive .July 29,'1S2T.
